It is a fact that a deaf teacher cannot 



explain tho exact meaning of a single 
word and bring the young minds to such 
an understanding as a hearing person 
can, and teach them to construcl sen 
fences of appropriate words. Unless 
young mutes obtain B perfect knowledge 
of tho meaning of words they cannot 
find suitable ones to express their ideas, 
oung class needs a thoroughly ed- 
ucated hearing person much more than 
a High Class dous, on account of being 
entirely deprived of the ability to write 
good English after they have once mis- 
understood what a word really means. 
1 1 takes far greater care to teach a class 
ol ten mutes than one of forty speaking 
persons. It is hard to eraso an ugly pie- 
t in e from theirroinds and put a more 
beautiful one in its place. So it is with 
the meaning of terras wrongly inter 
pi sted to the young mind. If they fully 
comprehend their reaJ meaning and in- 
sure the retaining of these impressions 
in their minds, they will probably place 
them in such sentences as need them. 
I have thought of this for a very long 
time, and have often intended to bring 
light to mutes by means of it. 1 
cannot refrain from speaking to you on 
the above mentioned subject. I antici- 
pate doing them some good, ami shall be 
happy to see them on a level with those 
possessed of hearing. 

I will send you n tew items about 
some mutes who live where I i\". 

In Boonville, Warrick Oo., Ind., there 
are four mute ladies, all of whom, with 
one exception, are graduates of tho In- 
diana Institution. The other has never 
been educated, she being about sixty 

years old. When she was a little girl 
there was no provision in this State for 
insl meting the deaf and dumb. She 
professes religion and can talk by means 
of natural signs. 

Eat a few weeks, people here have 
been called into a new field as they say 

witnessing our comical performances, 
and the method of teaching deaf-mutes 
gives light to them. They express them- 
selves as being greatly pleased with our 
performances. We, the four mutes, gave 
an entertainment at the Court House, 
about five weeks ago, and at Newbury 
two weeks ago. The performers were 
Misses Josic Armstrong, Arvilla Abshier, 
of this town, Mr. Adolphus Brizins. of 
Newbury, and myself.

Not Central Park, but a cometery, it 
may be said, is a serious subject to write 
about, and yet we think it presents 
many considerations that are far from 
being utterly repellent. 

Stout hearted as we may be now, a 
time is sure to come in the history of us 
all, when our thoughts or those of our 
friends, must be directed to the spot 
where we shall become tenants in per- 
petuity. 

There run be, therefore, no good reason 
for casting this article aside hurriedly, 
with a strong-minded fling (it those WOO 
write upon gloomy subjects, and who are 
dreaded, because, in tho excess of their 
morbid tendencies, they would have the 
highest dignitary in the land driven to 
their inauguration on the box of a hearse.- 
It is an unenviable soul to whom the 
truth never appeals "In the midst of 
life, we are in death." 

And the general happiness would oer 
tainly be immeasurably heightened, 
could we say with Pickens, as wo wil 
ness the earth-worn vest ments give place 
to the "old, old fashion;" "Thank Cod. 
all who see it for that older fashion yet, 
of immortality."
